MARVELOUS STATISTICS 


Sometim es we read alleged official 
statistics th at remind us of the old 
fellow, the leaves of 
w hose 
Bible 
were pasted together. 
R eading from 
one page about Lot's wife, he turned 
over to the next (skipping two) and 
read on about her (a boat) being so 
many cubits long and so m any wide, 
pitched inside and outside with tar, 
etc. 
The old man was puzzled. 
He 
turned back to get the 
connection, 
and sure enough it was 
L ot’s 
wife 
that he was 
(apparently ) 
reading 
about. 
“W ell,” he 
said, 
"I 
never ¡ 
heard of a woman like th a t before, j 
but as it is in the Bible it must be | 
true, and is only another 
proof of: 
the fact th at we are 
fearfully 
and 
wonderfully m ade.” 


In exam ining a pamphlet w hich is ¡ 
being distributed by the Cham ber of 
Commerce of 
this 
city , 
entitled, 
“Wealth of Orange County as Told 
by Figures Compiled at the Instance 
of the Supervisors,” showing products 1 
grown or m anufactured in this coun­ 
ty for 19 07-08, we find under the item 
of “Sugar B eets” that th ere 
were 
produced in the county that y ear 29 ,- 
000 pounds of sugar 
beets, 
being 
1 
4 
tons. 
This amount would not! 
be correct even if it referred to one 
acre's product in the county instead 
j 
of the total acreage, 
as there are 
many grow ers whose crop averaged 
more than 25 tons, or 50,000 pounds 
per acre. 
The next item , under the head of 
“Miscellaneous Products,” 
referring 
to the Los Alamitos sugar 
factory , 
states: 
"T he Los 
A lam itos 
sugar 
factory uses 20,000 
tons 
of 
sugar 
beets.” 
As a m atter of 
fact 
that 
factory , since possibly the first two 
or three y ears of its existence, has 
cut not less than 60,000 tons of sug­ 
ar beets per y ear. 
As no oth er refer­ 
ence is m ade, it is fair 
to 
assume 
from these lines that the Los Ala­ 
mitos factory contracted beets from 
2782 acres, and made from the beets 
produced 5,600,000 barrels of sugar. 
While we know it is not 
true, 
y et 
the assum ption would be that that 
amount of sugar was produced from 
the beets grow n from 2782 acres, or 
say 20,000 tons of sugar beets. 
Now- 
20.000 tons, 2000 pounds to the ton, 
would be 40,000,000 pounds; 
5,600,- 
000 barrels of sugar, 300 lbs. to the 
barrel, would be 1,680,000,000 pounds; 
or, in other words, every pound of 
beets produced over 4 
pounds 
of 
sugar. 
It may readily be seen how- 
rid­ 
iculous such statem ents are to pub­ 
lish and circulate under authority . 
! 
The last line o* the Item referred 
to—“About 9 000 tons of 
beets 
are 
shipped out of the county to 
Chino 
and Oxnard”—is an error, as there 
has been for y ears from 50,000 
t o. 
60.000 tons of beets shipped out of 
this county to Chino and Oxnard. 
This pam phlet, should it come to 
the notice of any person having the 
j 
slightest knowledge of the grow th of 
sugar beets and the 
production 
of 1 
sugar, would easily be found to be 
so erroneous th at 
the 
assumption 
would be th at every other item pub­ 
lished would be equally as unreliable. 
Another item of the report th a t has 
attracted som e attention on account 
of its inaccuracy is the estim ate on 
the valuation of the w alnut output 
for the y ear. 
The report has it as 
follows: 
“W alnuts 
(estim ated 15 
raise over 19 07), pounds, 
value, $29 4,9 50.” 
Suppose 
m ent’s sake, the growers 
ceiving exactly ten cents per pound— 
they are receiving more,—th e value 
would be $662,457.50. The banner for 
the walnut exhibit used during the 
Carnival of Products read: “W alnuts, 
6,540,000 pounds, value $819 ,440.” Ac­ 
cording to this, these official statis­ 
tics, “published by authority ,” show 
the value of our walnut products at 
only a little m ore than one-third the 
actual output. 
We call attention to this m atte r in 
th is public way in order to correct, 
as fair as m ay be, false im pressions, 
and bring th e errors to th e 
atten­ 
tion of the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors. 
W ithout doubt, a careful revision of 
the statistics as 
published 
would 
discover m any other errors; and If 
th is pam phlet, or sim ilar ones, are to 
be delivered broadcast, show ing the 
productions from this w onderful little 
county , an effort should be m ade to 
have the errors elim inated as far as 
possible. 
By way of postscript it may be added ¡ 


th a t the total acreage of sugar beets 
grow n in O range county is not less 
th a n 10,000 acres, and the total ton­ 
nage of beets grow n is not less than 
100,000 tons. 
T he 
additional 
acre­ 
age, not recently , or never 
before, 
planted to beets, which 
has 
been 
signed to the 
Southern 
California 
S ugar Co., w hose great factory will 
be in operation 
next 
season, 
will 
bring the total acreage up to not less 
th an 12,000 acres.

San Francisco is a seap ort towrn of 
first magnitu de, y et, aside from p ettv 
thiev ery , there is little to keep the 
detectiv e bu reau of the 
city 
bu sy 
when the racing season closes. 
Bu t 
with the op ening of the racing game 
across the bay there comes from all 
sections of the cou ntry 
mu rderers, 
robbers, thu gs, p ickp ockets, bu rglars 
and skilled criminals of 
all 
classes 
who hesitate at no crime to get fu nds 
to follow the criminally fascinatina 
racing game. 
“And, in addition to bringing in 
the eastern criminals, this race game 
cu rse continu ally creates new' op er­ 
ators with whom the 
p olice 
mu st 
cop e to keep the city clean. 
Thesr 
are the u nfortu nates who, occu p y ing 
p laces of tru st, su ccu mb to the fa* 
cination of try ing to get something 
for nothing. 
I mean bank cashiers, 
tru sted confidential clerks 
and em 
p loy es in smaller p laces, 
who 
are 
honest till the fev er gets them. 
“These commence p lay ing the races 
in a small way , ‘ju st for the sp ort of 
the thing.’ 
They end by taking their 
emp loy er’s money and are 
brou ght 
face 
to 
face 
with 
embezzlement 
charges in ou r cou rts. 
An ex amina­ 
tion of the records will show 
how 
this ty p e of criminal flou rishes only 
du ring the racing season. 
Hardly a 
day p asses bu t we are called u p on to 
arrest some u nfortu nate who has be­ 
tray ed the tru st rep |sed in him by 
his emp loy er; and, on going deep in­ 
to the matter, we 
inv ariably 
find 
that ‘p lay ing the 
p onies,’ 
as 
the 
gambler calls it, is resp onsible for 
his crime. 
“In ou r cou rts wre are brou ght face 
to face with men who do not hesitate 


to starv e their families to get money , 
to p lay the races. 
They take 
the 
bread from the mou ths of their help ­ 
less little ones to giv e it to the race- 
track gambler; and, as I said before, 
the hardened and habitu al followers 
ot the racing game do not hesitate to 
commit mu rder to 
get money 
to j 
p lay . 
“Admittedly , the 
op iu m and 
the 
dru g habits are great cu rses to 
the 
commu nity , and are resp onsible for 
the creation of many thiev es, bu t y ou 
do not hear of robbers and bu rglars 
among this class of criminals. These 
u nfortu nates confine their 
larcenies 
to small articles. A p air of shoes, or 
a su it of old clothing, u p on which 2 5 
cents can be realized, is su ffie’ent for 
them to get a q u antity of the 
dru g 
that w'ill satisfy their crav ings. 
"Bu t with the followers of the rac­ 
ing game it is different. 
They mu st 
hav e money —p lenty of 
money . 
To 
get it, nu mbers of them go u p on the 
highway s and rob their 
lellowman, 
not infreq u ently inflicting 
frightfu l 
inju ry , shou ld their u nfortu nate v ic­ 
tim demu r at giv ing u p 
his 
p u rse. 
Others freq u ent the street cars and 
p u blic p laces, deftly 
secu ring 
well- 
tilled p ocketbooks from men and wo­ 
men, and when honest 
p eop le 
are 
asleep , lo o t their homes and safes to 
gt gold fo r g ambling .
